2. WE BELIEVE THAT THIS POST IS OF CRITICAL IMPORTANCE 
AND DESERVES THE VERY BEST U.S. TALENT AVAILABLE. WE 
BELIEVE THE INTRODUCTION OF TALENT CAPAOLE OF GIVING PRO- 
FESSIONAL DIRECTION AT THE TOP OF UNIDO IN FIELDS OF 
INDUSTRIAL PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT AND EVALUATION WOULD HAVE 
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A DIRECT SALUTARY INFLUENCE IN IMPROVING UNIDO ASSIS-

DEPT'S OWN BELIEF IS THAT THE OTHER U.S. CANDIDATES POS- 
SESS SUPERIOR TECHNICAL QUALIFICATIONS FOR POST. THIS 

IS NOT ATTEMPT TO DENIGRATE KONZ, WHOM WE HOLD IN HIGH 
ESTEEM, AS OUTLINED IN REFTEL B, BUT RATHER BASED ON 
OBJECTIVE SUBSTANTIVE EVALUATION OF HIS QUALIFICATIONS 
VIS-A-VIS THEIRS. 

5. USUN REQUESTED TAKE THIS MATTER UP WITH SECRETARIAT, 
PREFERABLY USG DAVIDSON, AND EXPRESS OUR FEELINGS AS 
OUTLINED ABOVE. SPECIFICALLY: (1) JOB IS AN IMPORTANT 
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ONE ANDDESERVES BEST TALENT AVAILABLE; (2) WE BELIEVE 
THREE CANDIDATES NOMINATED HAVE SUPERIOR QUALIFICATIONS 

FOR POST AND DESERVE TO BE GIVEN VERY CAREFUL CONSIDER- 
ATION; (3) WE HOPE ONE OF THESE WILL BE SELECTED; 
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(4) WE SHARE HIGH OPINION OF KONZ, BUT FEEL HIS BACK- 
GROUND DOES NOT EQUIP HIM AS WELL AS THE OTHERS FOR THIS
